The fourth annual conference on 
state labor legislation was in 1‘ 
ceipt of a letter from President 
Roosevelt, asking cooperation ot 
states in carrying out provisions of 


the wage-hour bill. 

More than 45 states were re| 
resented by delegates at this mee 
ing called by Secretary of Lab 
Frances Perkins 

The president said: “I ha 
called a special session of congres 
to enact a wage and hour bill. We 
shall need joint effort to develo; 


a fuller protection to the workers.” 

Secretary of Labor’ Perkin 
pointed out that 17 states have en 
acted minimum wage laws during 
the last four years and 11 states 
have limited the hours of labor for 
women to 48 or less per week. Ten 
states, she said, have enacted ox 
cupational disease compensation 
laws.

convention that “over $180,000,000 will be expended for 
direct labor on the site for the construction of low-rent 
housing,” which it is estimated “‘will provide employment 
for 150,000 building mechanics for the next three years.” 

Furthermore, according to the executive council, the 
production of material required in the construction of the 
low-rent housing will provide employment for 
200,000 and 250,000 persons in the next three years. 

All of which beneficial results, it may be added, have 
been secured by the persistent and unflinching efforts of 
the American Federation of Labor to make federal assist- 
ance for low-cost housing a fact instead of a theory.

3y the simple device of 
ing to review a ruling by a lower 
court, the highest tribunal recog- | 
nized the authority of the national 
labor relations board to order em- 
ployers to make more than an at- 
tempt to negotiate agreements with 
employes and to reinstate workers 
who have gone on strike. 

Following the same procedure, 
the court upheld the right of the 
securities and exchange commis- 
sion to subpoena telegrams of com- 
panies it has put under investiga- 
tion.

Employer Brought Case 
The labor came before the 
court on appeal by the Jeffrey-De- 


case 


witt Insulator corporation of Ken- 
ova, West Virginia. 

The West Virginia concern was 
in a deadlock with its employes 


when the Wagner act became effec- 
tive, in July, 1935. The strikers, 
after negotiations had broken 
down, had rejected the company’s 
demand that they return to work 
on a non-union basis. 

On petition filed by the American 
Federation of Labor, the NLRB is- 
sued a complaint charging unfair 
and after hearings 
ordered the company to reopen col- 
lective bargaining negotiations and 
return all strikers to their formes - 
jobs. 

Establishes Board’s Authority 

From this decree the company 
appealed to the courts, claiming 
that since it had bargained with its 


labor practices,

Recalls Black’s Procedure 

The SEC ruling was declared by 
officials of that body to be of ex- 
treme importance. They pointed 
out that it established the board’s 
power of subpoena. 

The dispute arose from the com- 
mission’s attempt to investigate the 
sale of “oil royalty participation 
certificates.” 

Charging that the blanket sub- 
poena issued by the commission to 
get all telegrams sent by or to 
dealers was a power greater than 
is permitted by the constitution, 
the Ryan Florida corporation and 
the Florida-Texas Oil company ob- 
tained an injunction from a federal 
district court in Florida. This de- 
cision was reversed by the court of 
appeals, Which in turn was upheld 
by the supreme court. 

The took on added in- 
terest because of Justice Black’s 
participation. While a member of 
the senate, Black was severely 
criticized for using blanket sub 
poenas to turn up evidence in his 
famous investigation of lobbyists. 

Hearst Fights Subpoena 

William Randolph Hearst, whose 
telegrams had been seized, brought 
suit in a District of Columbia court 
to force the return of his messages 
and to restrain their publication. 
The court ruled in Black’s favor, 
but, in spite of that finding, re- 
actionary newspapers used the in- 
cident in an effort to discredit 
Black’s appointment to the = su- 
preme bench.
